CONSTABLE JOE JOHNSON,

His Side of the Antelope Valley 
Troubles. 

Joe Johnson, the Soledad Constable, 
called at ‘fre Tras office last evening to 
refute certain allegations made agalust 
him by S. A. Drummond, editor of the Ante- 
lope Valley Times, published at Lancaster. 
Drummond, inan interview published in 
this paper yesterday morning, charged 
Johnson with stirring up strife and ani- 
mosity among his neighbors in the valley 
and with various other crimes and misde- 
meanors. 

Jon neon last evening charged Drummond 
with a wilifuland malicious misstatement 
of facts, He denies that he bas ever com- 
menced a prosecution from selfish motives 
which cost the county one dollar. He 
states that Drummond came to bim before 
hé Johnson] was appointed an officer and 
begyed protection; that at the time he was 
covered with blood frum a severe beating he 
had reogivéd and that he granted him the 
protection appealed for. 

Johnson further said last evening that he 
was afraid to retutn to Lancaster for the 
reason that eertain parties there had 
threatehedo to mob him and do him 
bedily inen, Among others be 
named N. A. Morris, Mace Mayes, Zaeh 
Gentry and Ben Sherer as men whom he 
— would do him bodily injury. He 
added that he had been ereditabty jut 
that Morris and Sherer had made publ 

Saturday a week ago Johnson interfered 
in a row at Lancaster, as a officer, he 
claims. ‘The result was that he was Severely 
beaten. He says that M. H. Crain is the 
man who did him bodily injury. 

The result of all tnis trouble and fracas in 
the Antelope Valiey will be that unless 
some of the warring factions move out there 
will be a man or two killed. ‘This will put 
the county to further expense, for a trial 
will be necessary, and will naturally follow.

This week so far bas been devoted to re- 
storing order to the permaneut exhibit and 
receiving new articles which have been of- 
fered for display. The firstobdjuct that 
now greets the eyes of the visitor in the 
main hall is a pyramid of waluuts, twenty 
test high, sent in from R.vera by the Los 
Niete Walnut-growers Association. It isa 
very handsome piece ot work. 

Amo bg the other recent additions is à ease 
of fancy articles from the Woman's Ex- 
change; a couple of ostrich eggs from the 
Glen Rosa estrich farm at Carpenteria, and 
amu mber of feathers fresh from the birds. 

A great many of the exhibitors at the fair 
have decided to let their goods remain in 
the permanent exhibit, and it appears that 
at no far distant time larger quarters will 
have to be obtained. 

The* number of visitocs increases daily. 
Among these are many Kastern people who 
are inquiring about localities, and It requires 
the attention of about three people con- 
stantly to answer the questions they ask.

“Mr. Huntington gave his views on the 
consolidation of large railway systems to a 
Chronicle reporter yesterday. It is a part 
of hie theory of ratiroadipg that it is for 
the interest of both the pubiic and the cor- 
porations themseives that great cumpeting 
systems should be brought ander one man- 
agement, and he has persistently advocated 
this theory for yeats, though not publicly. 
It be could have his way the Southern Pa- 
cific, Santa Fé, Union Pac. fic aud perhaps 
the Gould and other systems would be com- 
bined in one great corpor tion, each com- 
pany holding shares and receiving divi- 
dends according to the proportionate value 
of its property. Then expenses, he bois, 
could be greatly reduced, the stability and 
value of the securities and the net profits 
increased, while rates cuuld at the same 
Line be lowered, He has talked the theory 
Over with Gould many a time, who thinks 
that way, too. Sv do other great railway 
managers, and the indie ntions are that the 
recent marked tendency toward rallwa 
consolidativns will resuit in greater cumbi- 
nations than have yet been effected.

“Because there is railroad competition at 
large competing points large slippers can 
secure rebates, which ate practicaily cuts, 
aud which areru.nous to tue roads. The 
small Shippers caunot secure them and ure 
at a disadvantage. The losses su-tained 
through rebates to the large shippers have 
to be made up oul of the smalier gues, Oue 
of the results of a cosviidation of large 
railway systems would be a reduction of 
expenses in many ways besides the savings 
tu the revates pow given. Rates could thus 
be lowered and at the same time even 
larger dividends than those at present paid 
could be secured. I think that announce- 
ments of large consolidations need not oc- 
casion surprise in the future, for the tend- 
eney is that Way.

THE CORN CROP. 


The Yield Will Bs Soma Larger 
Than Anticipated. 

Culcado, Oct,.21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Farmers’ Review 
will say this week that a careful ex- 
amination of the estimates furdished 
by correspondents reveals the fact that 
the corn crop is turning out somewhat 
better than was expected. The crops 
in Michigan and Wisconsin are larger 
than last year; in Minnesota and 
Dakota are almost as large, and in 
other States, especialiy Kansas and 
Nebraska, show a considerable short- 
age. In Several counties in Kansas 
and Nebraska corn is nearly a total 
failure. 
Tue Review gives estimates on the 
roduction of Iilinolis, Indiana, Ohio, 
entucky, Missouri, Kansas, Wiscon- 
siu, Michigan, Iowa, Nebraska. Minne- 
sota and Dakota, and says tuat after 
deducting irom the gross product the 
large percentage of uumerchautable 
corn, its estimate of the total market- 
able product in the States named is 
825.925.253 bushels. The condition of 
the crop in the remaining States not 
covered by the report, is estimated at 
about 85 per cent. of the average.

An Incident in ths Life of the Path- 
. finder’s Wife. |

Jessie Benton Frémont, penniless 
and sick in California, that priceless: 
empire which was added to the galaxy 
of the States through her husband’s 
bravery, is a sad spectacle indeed. 
Many will recall that famous Free 
Soil campaign of 1856, when the nume 
of Jessie Frémont, the accomplished 
daughter of Thomas II. Benton of Mis- 
sourl, Was scurcely less popular than 
that of her picturesque husband, the 
Pathfinder.

over five thousand people, has a capi- 


tal of $10,000,000, and has been largely 
engaged in supplying the American 
market. Thistirmis the forerunner 
of many others which will soon come 
to swell the manufacturing industries 
of the United States.

A few days ago we showed how Cali- 
fornia orange-growers will benefit by 
the new tariff law. They are, how- 
ever, by no means the only Californidnus 
who have cause to thank a Republican 
Congress for this beneficent measure, 
which the Demucrats did their utmost 
to defeat. There is scarcely an article 
in Which the producers of this State 
are heavily interested of which the 
new tariff does not take good care. 
The duty on brandy is increased from 
$2 to $2.50 per gallon, and on cham- 
paign from $7 to $8. On our fruits the 
increase is trom J to1 cent a pound, 
viz: On plums and prunes, I cent, and 
on figs and raisins, 3 cent. The duty 
on wool is raised 1 cent a pound; on 
hops, 7 cents; on wheat 5 cents per 
bushel; on bariey, 20 cents; on buck- 
wheat, corn and oats, 5 cents; on 
beans, 30 cents; on potatoes, 10 cents, 
and on apples, 25 cents. 

Upon olive oil the new law levies a 
duty of 85 cents per gallon, instead of 
25 percent ad valorem, as fixed by the 
act of 1883. Fruits preserved in their 
own juice now pay aduty of 30 per 
cent ad valorem, instead of a specific 


duty of 20 cents; and quicksilver, an- 


other California product, pays 10 cents 
a pound, instead ot 10 per cent ad 
valorem. Raw jute, in which the far- 
mers of California are vitally inter- 
ested, is placed on the free list, while 
the duty on manufactured bags and 
the products of jute remains as in the 
old law. The effect of this will be to 
cheapen grain bags in this State from 
3 to 4 cents each. Sugar is placed on 
the free list, but the beet-sugar far- 
mers of California and the sorghum 
and sugar-cane farmers of the South 
and West, as an offset, are offered a 
bounty of 2 cents a pound on every 
pound over 500 of cane, beet or maple 
sugar manufactured within the United 
States by any individual manufacturer. 
Referring to this subject, the San 
Francisco Builetin very properly re- 


marks:

A NATIONALIST COLONY. 


Our friends, the Nationalists, are 
about to put their peculiar theories to 
a practical test in this State. A 
wealthy lady of San José—Mrs. Olive 
Washburn—is about to found a Look- 
ing Backward’ colony near that city. 
Her ranch, upon which the colony 
will be located, is described as a fine 
piece of property at an elevation of 
2.000 feet above the sea level, and con- 
sists partly of meadow and partly of 
valley land, all under high cultivation. 
Over 100 acres are planted in grape- 
vines, fifty acres in fruit trees, twenty 
acres in nuts and a large amount in 
‘yrain and hay. Twelve springs;which 
flow all the year around, keep the 
rauch green and fresh and supply two 
immense fish ponds in which thou- 
sands of edible fish are bred every year. 
A large number of horses and cows for 
the use of the colonists are already on 
the grounds. 

The colonists are to live, the first 
year, in one large house, after which 
cottages will be built, also a large sani- 
tarium and hotel for travelers and in- 
valids, the revenue from which will be 
devoted to improving the colony. The 
intention of the founder is to raise, as 
nearly as possible, all the necessaries 
of life within the contines of thecolony, 
so that the colonists need not go aut- 
side for anything. Creameries, can- 
neries and other institutions of the 
kind will be inaugurated, the revenue 
of which will be devoted to the good 
of the community. A postoffice has 
been applied for, and a schoolhouse 
will be built, where the children of the 
colonists can be educated. No money 
of the outside world is to be used by 
the colony. except that which is re- 
ceived for its products and paid out for 
improvements. A system of scrip will 
be established and the colonists will be 
paid inthis. Each one will have his 
or her allotted duties, according to 
qualifications, and be paid so much an 
hourinscrip. 

This is the Topolobampo scheme 
over again, with very small variations, 
the chief differences being that the 


enterprise is founded by a person with 


means, that the location is a desirable 
one, and the land improved. If men 
and women were perfect, these schemes 
might succeed, but as long as they are 
not, any attempt to run an entire com- 
munity through one mould will inev- 
itably fail, as it has failed many hun- 
dred. times in this country whenever 
the attempt has been made. Still, the 
experiment of the philanthropic San 
José lady will be watched with much 
interest, and social reformers will wish 
her success.

The Free Brandy Clause to Be Imme- 
diately Operative. 


Steel Rails in Bond Must Pay the Old 
‘ Tariff Rate. 


Sliver Notes of Small Denominations 
to be Issued by the Treasury 
—PurCchases of the 
White Metal,

WASHINGTON, Oct, 22. [By the As- 
sociated Press. I—Oue of the provisions 
of the existing law is that makers of 
sweet wine shall be allowed the use of 
grape brandies free of tax for the pur- 
pose of fortifying their wines. These 
wines, however, are not to contain 
more than 24 per cent. of alcohol after 
fortification. The Oommissioner of 
Internal Revenue is charged with the 
duty of transferfing brandy to the 
bonded warehouse or-distillery where 
it is made into wine. The proper ex- 
ecution of this law requires a large 
number of new stamps and the prep- 
aration of new regulations, but in 
view of the press of other work, it is 
impossible to procure a supply of 
stamps until after the ist of Decem- 
ber. By that time the vintage season 
will be passed, and wine makers will 
be precluded this year from all benefit 
intended by the act. 
To provide against this the Commis- 
sioner has instructed the collectors at 
San Francisco, New York aud else- 
where to notify persons interested that 
he will consider applications to refund 
taxes paid on all spirits which may 
have been used in the fortification of 
sweet wines. Internal revenue officers 
have been supplied with proper stamps 
to attach tothe different packages. 
He has further instructed collectors 
that they may use special bonded 
warehouse stamps, properly altered, in 
lieu of the regular stamps required by 
law, and which are to be issued here- 
after. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding has 
written the Collector of Customs at 
San Francisco in regard to certain 
steel rhils in bonded warehouses, 
which were withheld’ from sale from 
time to time at the request of the Ore- 
gon Pacific Railway Company. It 18 
understood that the railway company 
is anxious to withdraw the rails and 
pay the duties theréon in a short time, 
and the question arises whether they 
are dutiable under the old or the new 
tariff law. 2 

Mr. Spaulding says that, as duties 
additional had accrued on the rails 
before the passage of the new act, and 
the rails remained im bond merely by

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—-[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Judge Springer is author- 
ity forthe statement that within three 
years the track between Mojave and 
San Francisco will be completed. 
With the building of this road and the 
-unfinished portion of the Atlantic and 
Pacific between Sepulpa and Albu- 
querque will be sprung one of the 
largest legal sensations of modern 
times. 

It is nothing less than a claim on 
the part of the Atchison to over 20,- 
000,000 acres of land in what is now 
the richest part of California. The 
grant was conferred in 1866 by the Gov- 
ernment on condition that the Atlantic 
and Pacific should build the road. 

It is also reported that the, Atchison 
is building from Chadwick, Mo., to 
Memphis in order to take its Kansas 
and Nebraska grain over the Southern 
routes. Completion of the gap between 
El Paso and San Angelo will occur 
with the completion of the San Fran- 
cisco line and give the Atchison a line 
150 miles shorier than the Southern 
Pacific to Galveston.

CANNOT AGREE. 


A SOLUTION OF THE ‘BASEBALL 
TROUBLE IMPROBABLE. 


The National League Delegates Re- 
fuse to Confer With the Play- 
ers—The Situation Be- 
coming Complicated. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
NEW York, Oct. 22.—[By the As- 


dicate that the chances for an amicable 
settlement of baseball troubles are 
smaller than ever. The independent 
feeling which existed yesterday among 
the members of various conference 
committees has been strengthened, 
and a brave determination is mani- 
fested to stand by the course already 
outlined by each committee. It is ad- 
mitted that the present state of affairs 
is due to the action of the players in 
forcing their way into the Conference 
Committee of the Players League. 

The question asked by all this morn- 
ing at the meeting was whether the 
National League would conter with 
the players Ward, Hanlef and Irwin. 
The Conference Committee of the Na- 
tional League said that they would not, 
and the capitalists of the Players 
League said that they would not en er 
into any such conference. During the 
morning the various committees held 
private conferences, thé result of which 
could not be ascertained. 

Atter a half hour’s session with the 
National League the six gentlemen 
representing the Players’ League and 
the players withdrew. The meeting 
adjourned to the Huffman House. The 
statements of the National League aud 
Association people that they would not 
confer with the players seemed to have 
been adhered to, as they withdrew 
from the conference between the Play- 
er’s League capitalists and players. 
Later the players again went before the 
baseball kings. Evidently there was 
very little harmony in the conference 


room. 

The baseball conference is at a 
standstill. tonight. When the com- 
mittee convened today che League and 
Association people were surprised to 
find that the Players’ League commit- 
tee had been increased by the addition 
of three members of the Brotherhood. 
Mr. ‘Thurman refused to call the meet- 
ing to order unless they retired. After 
considerable discussion the Players’ 
League delegates withdrew. Mr. Juhn- 
son said that the National League was 
represented by six members on the com- 
mittee, and the Players’ thought that 
they were entitled to equal representa- 
tion. They could do nothing under 
the circumstances but withdraw. 

Thurman said tonight that the com- 
mittee was organized with three mem- 
bers from each League. If these three 
extra men had come from any other 
body except the Brotherhood he would 
have to rule them out just the same. 
President Spalding of Chicago said that 
before the League consented to confer 
it was mutually decided that the ques- 
tion of a compromise should be settled 
between the moneyed men of the organ- 
izations ou a purely business basis, and 
that the national agreement have no 
representation.

HISTORIC GROUND. 


A Raminiscence of the Old Town of 
Sancta Barbara. 

Last Saturday forenoon, as some 
workmen were engaged in grading the 
lot on Cafion Perdido street, near 
Santa Barbara, the plow turned up two 
badly .decayed coffins—a woman's and 
a child’s—says the Santa Barbara In- 
dependent. The coflings were made 
roughly, of a kind of hard, tough wood, 

robably brought from the Sandwich 

siands, as was all ef the lumber in 
those days. On that of the supposed 
woman were the initials **M. A. C.,“ 
made by driving brass-headed nails or 
tacks into the wood. From the length 
of time elapsed since burial it is hardly 
possible to state positively whose coffin 
this is. Doubtless it was one of the 
Carrillo family’s. It is quite possible 
that this coffin may have been buried a 
full hundred years, as this was the first 
burying ground in this city. Father 
Vila, on being informed of the fact, 
ordered all work to cease and will have 
the remains properly exhumed and re- 
buried. 

This bit of ground is historic. 
Events of the greatest moment to this 
city took place here. This lot was 
originelly a part of the old Presidio 
and un this particular spot was erected 
the chapel which was the first Santa 
Barbara home of the mission fathers. 
It was on this spot that Father Juni- 
pero began in Santa Barbara his work 
of evangelization, successful probubly 
even beyoud bis; own expectations. 
From this spot, then, began the work 
of civilization in this particular part 
of the State. Wonderful work indeed! 

At that time ti.ere were presidies in 
San Diego, Monterey and San Fran- 
cisco. This particular military post 
was @ square surrounded by ahigh 
wall of adobe, the top of which was 
protected by tiles. The command- 
unt’s house (a part even now standing 
opposite on Santa Barbara street) was 
in the inclosure, Here, too. was the 
chapel around aud under which were 
buried such of theeonverted people as 
died at the time. The remains found 
yesterday are probably of that number. 

The spot is histogic more than any 
other place in Sante It was 
here that Frémont first raised the 
American flag in 1846. Trere was no 
flaustaff then, but Commodore Stockton 
gave Frémont a studding-sail boom 
from the frigate Congress, then in 
this port. It was about forty feet long, 
and Gen. Frémont had it raised in the 


Thus from the point also took place 
the second greatest event in Santa Bar- 
bara’s history — the raising of the 
American flag and the annexation of 


next flagstaff raised in this city was 
on State street, opposite St Charles 
Hotel. in April, 1847, Captain Henry 
Carnes, with his own hands, raised the 
beautiful garrison flag. It was 20x40 
feet, and was the second United States. 
flag in this city.
